Michele asked to be 
included for this as well as when replacements go into the OBG for the dead 
trees that were removed this past spring. 

6. The posting for the cemetery garage repair work continues to be on-going 
and will hopefully go out to bid soon with work completed by fall. 


7. Radiators in the chapel are being fixed currently in preparation for colder 
weather along with boiler maintenance. 
8. Work orders and sales were discussed from the last two months.
